The fifty-two Eastern roads made. their 
declaration on Nov. 15. More than 
1,650,000 railroad workers in the coun- 
try will be affected by the wage cuts, 
according to the latest estimates, com- 
prising 300,000 employes in the South- 
eastern, 600,000 in the Western and 750,- 
000 in the Eastern territory, 

In view of, the 10 ‘per cent. reduction 
on all farm products,’ the carriers will 
move to set aside the hay and grain 
rate case, in which the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, on Oct. 20, decided 
for a cut of approximately 16% per cent. 
im the rates on hay, grain and alfalfa 
as applying to Western territory. This 
reduction alone was estimated to mean 
an annual saving of $32,000,000 to the 
shippers and was scheduled to go into 
effect on Nov. 20.

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British Cat Naval Personnel ;

LONDON, Nov. 16 (Associated 
Press)—In connection with its policy 
of retrenchment in administrative ex- 
penditures, the British Admiralty has 
resolved to retire on pensions eighty 
naval captains and 200 commanders 
early next year, according to The 
Evening News today. 

These retirements would not in 
volve taking more ships out of com- 
mission, it was said, and if the Wash- 
ington conference agrees on the 
American naval restriction program, 
further reductions in the Admiralty’s 
personnel are contemplated.

DETROIT, Nov. 16.—The American 
ptoposa!s for the reduction of world’s 
navies represent a step in the right 
direction, but are not far-reaching 
enough, Henry Ford said here today. 

“IT am gilad,’’ Mr. Ford declared, 
‘that the position of the United 
States was brought out as early in 
the conference as it was. Thus the 
real aims of the gathering were not 
permitted to become beclouded in de- 
bate and discussion.’’ 

It is Mr. Ford’s view that the ma- 
terial that goes into the construction 
of battleships and other implements 
of naval warfare could be more ad- 
vantageously devoted to the manu- 
facture of agricultural implements 
and other peace-time necessities.

TELLS OF HIS TRANSFER 


| Got No Orders to Stop Gambling, 


He Asserts—Accuses Enright 
of Setting Traps. 


“Honest Dan ’’ Costigan, veteran po- 
liceman, who ceased to be a Captain in 
the department at midnight last night, 
was interviewed early this morning by a 
New YorK TIME: reporter who found 
him at his home at 420 East 141st Street, 
the Bronx. No longer silenced by rules 
of the department, Costigan freely criti- 
cised both Mayor Hylan and Commis- 
sioner Richard E. Enright and prom- 
ised a statement setting forth his criti- 
cism in more detail within a few days. 

‘“ Why did you quit the department?’ 
was the question first put to Costigan. 

‘Well, I did not care to go through 
fuur years more of police persecution,” 
ne replied, *‘ uncer the Hylan and En- 
right regime. They have caused much 
unpleasantness to me with some of their 
petty offenses. 

‘‘ Por sixteen months they have had 
policemen detailed to ‘tail’ or shadow 
me. These officers were back of me on 
my trips from my home to the station | 
house and they were also following me 
when I went out on personal business. 
I did not think that anybody could stoop 
te such things, but 1 soon learned that 
i was being shadowed and I was always 
aware of it from that time on. 

“As to my transfer from command of 
the Vice Squad? I know that the Mayor 
and the Police Commissioner have ex- 
plained that this was done because I 
made few arrests and because I failed to 
carry out alleged orders to suppress 
gambling houses and disorderly resorts. 
I have been informed that this- was the 
explanation of the Mayor and the Com- 
missioner. 

““Well, if they really made that ex- 
planation I'll say that at no time did I 
ever receive an order from the Mayor 
or Commissioner to close any gambling 
house or resort. If they have said that 
I did then they are despicable and bare- 
faced liars.’’ 

The former Captain was asked whether 
“system’’ had returned to control | 
the department by invisible methods. 
He replied: 

‘‘It has been rehabilitated. The same 


system that led to the conviction of cer- 
tain grafting Inspectors has come back. 
The present system in the Police De- 
partment is more thorough and more 
vicious than any machine in the past. 
Those who operate it have profited by 
the mistakes of their predecessors and 
the ‘faults’ in the system have been 
overcome. But it is practically impos- | 
sible to trace it out, to know it, unless 
you have been a meniber of the depart- 
ment and observed it at work.’’ 

The former police official, who gained 
attention by his spectacular methods in 
driving oftenders out of the Tenderloin 
district, spoke bitterly of what he called 
efforts ‘‘to goad me into violation of 
Rule 137 of the department,’ a rule 
which prohibits members from discussing 
police matters. He accused both Commis- 
sioner Richard E. Enright and Commis- 
sioner of Accounts Hirshfield of giving 
out statements in an effort to trap Cos- 
tigan into replying to them, thereby lay- 
ing himself upon to trial and dismissal 
under the rule. 

‘““But I beat them,"’ he said, ‘‘ and 
tonight 1 am home to the family as clean 
as I was thirty-two years ago when I 
dropped my carpenter’s tools to carry a 
nightstick.” 

As to his future, Costigan said that 
he planned to open a private detective 
agency in the financial district soon. 
He declared that he would operate the 
agency alone and that several big Wall 
Street firms had promised to employ 
him. He said that for a short time he 
planned to rest at his home. 

The retirement of Costigan was made 
effective by Commissioner Enright upon 
his return from Washington yesterday 
afternoon. The retirement provided for 
an annual pension of $2,000. It went 
into effect at midnight:

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—With the 
naval limitation plan in the hands of the 
experts for detailed construction, the 
Washington conference, sitting as a 
committee of the whole, today launched 
into questions relating to the Pacific 

and the Far East. 

The opening gun was fired by China 
with a demand that the consideration of 
matters affecting her be conducted on 
the basis of complete removal of all po- 
litical, jurisdictional and administrative 
restrictions upon the Chinese Republic. 

At the outset of what promises to be 
a mighty and somewhat lengthened 
diplomatic battle, Miinster Sze, head of 
the delegation of the country which, 
after all, is most vitally concerned in 
Far Eastern matters, presented a state- 
ment of China's position, laying down 
ten gencral principles as a guide for 
the consideration of Far Eastern mat- 
ters so far as they affect his country. 
In so doing he acted with the sympathy 


of the Government of the United States. 
‘ 


A Basis for Discussion. 


It appears altogether likely that the 
principles, or at least most 
will be accepted as a basis for discus- 
sion. England and Japan, the two coun- 
tries which, with America, are directly 
interested in China, have indicated their 
willingness to start the debate on the 
bases presented by the Chinese. How- 
ever, inasmuch as some of the Chinese 
principles proposed are so sweeping it 
may be that the wording af them will be 
altered. In an endeavor to have their 
principles adopted, the Chinese are 
ready to give assurances that they do 
not intend to go the limit those prin- 
ciples would admit at this conference. 
But this probably will not avoid sug- 
gestions by the Japanese that some of 
the bases be made more specific. 

After the presentation of the Chinese 
case, the committee of the whole decided 
to name a subcommittee composed of 
nine heads of the delegations to con- 
sider the manner in which the principles 
with regard to China could be discussed. 
This subcommittee held a short meeting 
this afternoon and will meet dgain in 
the morning. However, at tomorrow’s 
session the merits of the proposals will 
not be gone into; there will be merely 
a consideration of the procedure to be 
followed. 

In prefacing the presentation of his 
principles, Mr. Sze said that it was the 
intention of his delegation to bring for- 
ward later plans for the detailed appli- 
cation of its plan, but for the present 
it believed the best plan was to present 
its case on broad lines. 


China's Case as Presented. 


The statement made in China’s behalf 
was as follows: 

“In view of the fact that China must 
necessarily play an important part in 
the deliberations of the conference with 
reference to the political situation in the 
Far East, the Chinese delegation has 
thought it proper that they shouid take 
the first opportunity to state certain 
general principles which, in their opin- 
ion, should guide the conference in the 
determinations which it is to make. Cer- 
tain of the specific applications of the 
principles which it is expected that the 
conference will make it is our intention 
later to bring forward, but at the pres- 
ent time it is deemed sufficient simply 
to propose the principles which I shalé 
presently read. 

‘In formulating these principles, the 
purpose has been kept steadily in view 
of obtaining rules in accerdance with 
whith existing and possible future po- 
litical and economic problems in the Far 
East and the Pacific may be most justly 
settled and with due regard to the rights 
and legitimate interests of all the pow- 
ers concerned. Thus it has been sought 
to harmonize the particular interests of 
China with the general interests of all 
the world.

A resolution was also adopted endors- 
ing the. action of Sir James Craig, the 
Ulster Premier, and his colleagues in 
the peace negotiations.

They began with 
ine ‘* Dance of Adeption,’”’ performed by 
the aged chief and Russell White Bear, 
jved Neck and White Faced Bear, rep- 
resenting the Crow nation. Next came 
liree songs, the ‘’ War Song,’’ the 

Song of Victory,’’ and tne ** Home 
Song,’ welcoming the newly created 
chief s return from good hunting in vic- 
turious warfare. A tom-tom was the 
only accompaniment to the chanting In-} 
dians, and General Diaz showed signs | 
vi emotion when he was invested with 
u complete Indian costume of intricate 
workmanship, a necklave of shark's 
bones and a chief’s war bonnet. 

Then followed tri-lingual speech 
making. Chief Plenty Coups spoke in 
Crow language that was translated into 
kinglish by Russell White Bear. This, 
an turn, was repeated in Italian to Gen- 
eral Diaz. 

‘As Chief of the Crow nation, 1 
salute you, General Diaz, as chief of the 
urmies of Iltaly,’’ said Chief Plenty 
Coups, whose title is no misnomer, a 
fact borne out by the strips of ermine, 
symbolic of many scalps that hung from 
wvery avuilabie portion of the aged 
«hief’s costume. ‘ by vote of the coun- 
‘ of the tribe of Crow Indians, I 
lave the honor of adopting you as a 
till member of the tripe. I have the 
honor to give you my own name, Plenty 
Coups, which in my language carries 
tne meaning of many deeds of valor. We 
shall welcome the great Italian General 
#s our chief.’’ 

The two chiéfs then smoked a pipe of 
peace and held a conversation through 
tic double interpreters. 

“When I was a boy in far-off Na- 
ples,’’ said General Diaz, ‘‘ I devoured 
books on Indians and their history. I 
admired tremendously their bravery and

‘“*T consider it a high honor to be en- 
rolled among the fighters of a people 
who have achieved so much honor and 
glory in the past and to be trus adopted 
into the fatherhood of nations. I am 
glad that my deeds in my own coun- 
try have been deemed deserving by you 
to adopt me into your nation. Remem- 
ber each one of ‘us to the old braves. 

‘‘It becomes my great pleasure to tell 
you that one of my ancestors sailed with 
Christopher Columbus on Fis first voy- 
age to America. This ancient acquaint- 
ance of my forefather and his relations 
with the Indians whom he found here 
are today renewed with a proud and 
feeling heart. Trerefore, it is with great 
pride that I am permitted to put on this 
costume as a friend and comrade.”’ 

The two chiefs, Plenty Coups, then 
smoked another peace pipe, and then the 
elder Plenty Coups, with his associates, 
walked over to the Write House to tell 
the Great White Father all about it. 


700 ARE KILLED IN INDIA. 


Gurkha Garrison at Pandikkad Re- 
pels Attack by 2,000 Moplahs. 


DELHI, India, Nov. 16.—Nearly 700 
Moplah rebels were killed in -an attack 


on the Pandikkad post, which was re- 
pulsed by the Gurkha garrison.

‘“‘questionnaires’’ was to gather material 
for a bill he introduced later to put a 
stop to beauty contests in newspapers, 
on the ground that they brought inno- 
cent young girls into the limelight and 
subjected them to temptations. He said 
he intended to submit the answers to his 
letters to the Judiciary Committee of the 
House of Representatives when it con- 
sidered his bill.

Democrats Denounce Plan to) 
‘Jam Through’ Exoneration of | 
Senator From Ford’s Charges. 


FAIL TO SHUT OFF DEBATE) 


Republicans Force Night Session 
After Refusal of Consent to Fix 
a Date for Voting.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The Ford- 
Newberry Senatorial contest was called 
up in the Senate this afternoon, and {| 
quickly developed into one of the most 
bitter debates the Senate has known in 
years. 

Democratic Senators denounced the 
Republicans for trying to “Jam” an 
exoneration of the junior Senator from 
Michigan through the Senate, Senator | 
Harrison charging that the majority | 
was secking to get the Michigan muddle 
eut of the way while the columns of 
the newspapers were crowded with news 
of the Conference for the Limitation of 
Armament, end by “‘steam-roller’’ tactics 
to keep the news from the country. 
Senator Heflin of Alabama echoed the 
sentiments of Mr. Harrison, as did other 
Senators on the minority side. 

Senator Spencer, who occupied the 
floor fer four hours, asserted the com- 
plete innocence of Senator Newberry of 
apy wrongdoing in connection with the 
1918 primary or general election in 
Michigan, in which Newberry defeated 
Henry Ford for the Senate by about 
7,000 votes. He said that without the 
personal knowledge or direction of New- 
berry between $190,000 and $200,000 had 
been spent in the primary to insure Mr. 
Newberry’s nomination, and of this 
amount $165,000 was paid for advertise- 
ments in newspapers. He argued that 
the money was spent legitimately and 
that every cent was subsequently ac- 
counted for as required by law. 

Senator Newberry was not on the floor 
during the debate, which continued into 
the night and which the Republican 
leaders say will be continued daily and 
with night sessions until a final vote is 
reached. A majority favoring the ex- 
oneration of Newberry appears to be 
assured. It is understood that four or 
five Republican Senators will join those 
Democrats who will vote against ap- 
proval of the Spencer report. 

When Senator Spenc2r asked that the 
Ford-Newberry case be laid before the 
Senate Senator Harrison objected. Sen- 
ator Watson of Indiana moved to take 
up the case, and Mr. Harrison alone 
voted no. 

The position of tne Democrats is that, 
while debate should be permitted, the | 


final vote should be set for some time | 
in the next session, which begins Dec. 
5. There has been no time, they argue, ' 
for a study of the bulky record in the 
case, and until such opportunity is had 
no vote should be taken, The publi- 
can position is that the matter should 
be settled without further delay. l 
berry’s war record and a vigorous criti- | 
cism of the war record of Mr. Ford.

DENVER, Nov. 16—Following an- 
nouncement today by the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Company of @ general wage 
reduction. approximating 30 per cent., 
effective tomorrow morning In thirteen 
of its twenty-six coal mines in Colo- 
rado, and the decision of union miners 
to strike, Governor Shoup proclaimed 
martial law in Huerfano County, the 
scene of many bitter and bloody battles 
in previous coal strikes, and directed 
Adjt. Gen. Hamrock to take charge of 
the enforcement of law and the main- 
tenance Of peace in that district. 

The Adjutant General was directed to 
make use of the State Rangers and such 
units of the National Guard as he 
deemed necessary. The Governor’s 
proclamation became effective at mid- 
night tonight. 

The wage reduction affects 3,500 
miners. According to a = statement 
issued by Fred Farrar, general counsel 
znd assistant to the President of the 
company, the company expects. ths 
strike will close temporarily all of the 
mines affected by the wage cut that are 
now in operation. It is also expected 
that the mien employed in the two Gun- 
nison County mines and in the five 
mines in Fremont County will strike in 
support of the men in Las Animas and 
fluerfano counties. 

At the general offices of the company 
it was said that no arrangements have 
been made for filling the places of the 
strikers. ‘‘ We will let the mines re- 
main idle if the men go out/until such 
time as they are ready to report back 
for work,’’ Mr. Farrar said. ‘‘ The Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron Company, contrary 
to current reports, will not import oue 
strike breaker. If any need arises for 
protection of our property we will look 
to the State to provide it. We will not 
employ one additional watchman and 
we refuse, to admit there will be any 
need for mine guards.”’ 

_AS soon. as the notice of the wage re- 
duction was posted union officials an- 
nounced that the miners would refuse 
to accept the wage cut and would strike 
as soon as it became effective. 

Possibility of an encounter between the 
miners and the authorities was seen in 
the housing problem. Hresident Mc- 
Lennan of District 15, United Mine 
Workers, who is in charge of the miners’ 
activities, announced that a tent colony, 
similar to the one established at Lud- 
low, where the bloody battle occurred 
in the strike of 1914-15, would be estab- 
lished on the same site if the miners 
were evicted from company houses, 

Adjutant General Hamrock stated that 
‘““no tent colony will be permitted. I 
learned a lesson from the former tent 
colony at Ludlow,’ he said, ‘‘ and wil 
take no chance on a duplication of that 
outbreak.”’ 

Letters threatening the death of Super- 
intendent FE. H. McClary of the Oakdale 
Coal Company's mine at Oakview were 
‘urned over to the State Rangers today 
by McClary and a detachment under com- 
mand of Sergeant Christensen was sent 
to guard the mine and@ the «ssuperin- 
tendent’s home. Adjutant General Ham- 
rock asserted that he could prove that 
at a miners’ meeting Monday night 
eight men volunteered to kill the Amiti | 
brothers, whose cabin was bombarded 
Sunday night. One of the letters to Su- 
perintendent McClary read: ‘‘ Get out 
of the camp tonight or you'll get killed."’ 

Governor Shoup’s action was prompted 
by a communication from Harry Capps, 
Sheriff of Huerfano County, saying that 
the situation appeared too dangerous to 
| be left in the hands of the county 

authorities and recommending that the 
State assume control. ‘ 
‘Threats have been made freely,’’ he 
wrote, ‘‘ that company property will be 
destroyed and that any miner who at- 
tempt: to work under the new wage 
scale will be killed, his home burned and 
his family subjected to all manner of 
indignities. It is my convicton that 
many of these threats wll be carried 
out unless there is a force far larger 
than I can command placed in this 
county.” ; 4 
At Oakview, the Sheriff said, the 
homes of loyal workmen had been fired 
on and resumption of hostilities was 
imminent. , 

Fifty Rangers already are on duty in 
Huerfano County and Adj. Gen. Ham- 
rock called out two companies of re- 
serves of fifty men each and ordered 
them on duty in that district. ‘1 will 
mobilize the National Guard if neces- 
sary to stop-trouble,’’ General Hamrock 
said. ‘‘ There is not going to be any 
repetition of 1913 and 1914 if I can help 
it. I propose to have enough men to 
suppress all rioting and disorder at the 
very beginning.’’ 

In an official statement J. F. Wel- 
born, President of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company, said: 

“The reduction is made at those 
mines v where negotiations Jast Au- 
gust wie y the employes resulted, in 
agreerménts which have been passed 
upon and found to be both legal and 
reasonable by the Industrial Commission 
of Colorado. “At mines where no azgree- 
ments were reached no attempt has been 
made to reduce wages. The feduction 
will restore the scale of wages in effect 
during the years of 1918 and 1919. The 
reasons actuating the company in mak- 
ing these reductions are: 

‘‘ Imperative need for cheaper fuel for 
the steel mills at Pueblo, in order to 
compete with HWastern and Ohio mills, 
whose fuel costs are already lower than 
those to be secured in this reduction, 
and the need for lower prices for coal 
on the part of the public, the railroads 
and other consumers. The company wil! 
give to its customers whatever saving 
of production costs results at the mines, 
where the reduction is made effective. 

‘The company has no agreement af- 
fecting wages excepting with its own 
employes, and in making this reduction 
is not violating any contract or agree- 
ment whatsoever.” 

The reduction agreement referred to 
by President Welborn was reached un- 
der the Rockefeller industrial plan, and 
union leaders contend that only a small 
minority of the miners are represented 
under it. 


CALLS BURCH INSANE. 


Frien! of Kennedy Murder Case De- 
fendant Makes Deposition. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Charles McNett 

of Evanston, a friend of former legal 
adviser of the family of Arthur C. 
Burch, indicted at Los Angeles for the 
murder of J. Belton Kennedy, today 
signed a deposition in support of the 
claim that Burch is insane. MeNett 
says Burch told him a wierd story in 
February, 1920, of an attempt by Mrs. 
*Allie Quayle Burch to kill him. Mrs. 
Burch, the daughter of Bishop Quayle, 
recently obtained a divorce.

A Crime Wave solation for present 


Much ills to learn that they 
. are not pecullar to 

Like Our Own. these days—that they 
existed long ago in much the same form 
as now, and received much the same 
comment. Illustrations of these truths, 
however, do prevent lamentation over 
the passing of the ‘‘good old days”’ 
when life was simpler and men were 
better. 

Observe, for instance, the following 
editorial remarks that appeared in THE 
TIMES just fifty-seven years ago—in the 
December of 1864, that {s—and mark 
what little change would be required to 
bring them right up to date: 


For two full years after the war com- 
menced New York was almost as peace- 
able and well-behaved as a rural village. 
The contrast at this time ts fearful. Our 
columns, day after day, show that we are 
either getting a terrible influx of popula- 
tion from among the dangerous classes of 
other communitiés, or that we are breea- 
ing among ourselves a criminal population 
unprecedented, as to its numbers and dar- 
ing, in the annajs of the city. 

Garroting has become an_ established 
mode of assault, and midday robbery on 
the public streets is one of the latest 
phases of the outbreak. We can probably 
explain tc ourselves how citizens may be 
waylaid at night in out-of-the-way streets, 
and robbed of their personal effects. But 
we are daily reporting robberies of a dif- 
ferent kind, which show that crime is 
stalking abroad in a more dangerous form 
than we have heretofore known it. 

On Monday, at an hour when the atreets 
were thronged almost to their utmost, a 
respectable person was knocked down and 
robbed in Frankfort Street, within sight 
of Broadway, and but for the promptitude 
and courage with which a private citizen, 
who witnessed the assault and robbery, 
acted on the occasion, the robber would 
have escaped. 

Passers-by have not always the nerve to 
do this sort of work. Indeed, it may as 
well be said bluntly that people pay lib- 
erally to have it done for them. We know 
not who is to blame, or if any one, sup- 
posed to be responsible, 4s to blame for 
the almost total impunity with which these 
outrages are perpetrated. But surely it is 
high time that some one were held re- 
sponsible.

CANADA’S LOST MILLION. 


Conditions of Frade and the Tariff 
Wall. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have noticed that you have taken 
as the subject of an editorial article 
‘* The Lost Million, ’’ based upon figures 
which I recently gave out, having 
been chief medical officer of Canadian 
immigration. 

That the fact is associated with trade 
conditions there can be no doubt, and 
until the principles which underlie the 
disarmament conference become those of 
international trade I see but little hope 
of our two neighboring nations attain- 
ing that degree of understanding and 
good-will which will prove equally 
profitabla to both, economically and 
commercially. The slogan of the Pro- 
gressive Party, incorrectly termed the 
agrarians, in the coming elections in 
Canada is based upon the principle of 
freedom of trade or the removal of the 
protective tariffs between the two coun- 
tries, and it is to be hoped that some 
appreciation of the losses being caused 
at present by the tariffs in Canada and 
the United States will cause changes 
to the advantage of both. 

In the text of your article you have 
referred to climate and difficult condi- 
tions of life in Northwestern farms as 
perhaps a more important cause in ex- 
plaining the loss of Canadian popula- 
tion than even the tariff.

Mr. Dresel’s experience in Berlin since 
the armistice makes him particularly 
well qualified in the eyes of the Ad 
ministration to reopen the Berlin Em- 
bassy.

Mr. Dresel, a lawyer, was visiting in}

MOVE T0 EXTEND 
RENT LAWS 2 YRARS 


Lockwood Probably Will Seek 
Legislation Granting Longer 
Tax Exemption Period. 


COURT FAVORS’ TENANT 


Rules That Plea for Cut in Rent Is 
Valid, Although Lease Ex- 
pired a Year Ago. 


Extension of the rent laws for one or 
two years and an extension of the time 
required for the beginning and com- 
pleting of buildings under the tax ex- 
emption law probably will be part of the 
legislative. proposals of the Lockwood 
committee, {t was learned yesterday. 

The committee held a brief session at 
the City Hall and outlined the program 
for the next three weeks. It was de- 
cided to resume: public sessions ncxt 
Tuesday at the City Hall. 

As the tax exemption law now stands, 
buildings begun between April 1, 1920, 
and April 1, 1922, and completed within 
18’ months are exemptéd from taxation 
for ten years. If the suggestion made be- 


fore the Lockwood committee is enacted | 


as an amendment to the law the period 
under which tax exempt buildings may 
be started would be advanced one or 
two years. The exemption would not run 
bevond 1932. 

The present emergency rent laws ex- 
pire on Nov. 1, 1922, and indications are 
that the Lockwood committee will ask 
that they be extended for a year or two. 

“More than $200,600,000 worth of 
homes have been built or planned since 
this law was passed in February of this 
year,’’ said Senator Charles C. Lock- 
wood, Chairman of the committee. 

‘“We are through with the Brindell 
business. That matter has been settled 
as far as we are concerned,’’ Senator 
Lockwood said, concerning the work be- 
fore the committee. The final touches 
on the fire and life insurance situation 
will occupy a considerable part of the 
time remaining to the committee. The 
hearings, which begin on Tuesday, will 
be resumed on Wednesday, and then on 











_ 


every Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
until the work is completed. 

A tenant has the right to ask the 
court to reduce his rent, even though 
he has been a tenant for a year under 
a lease which has expired, according to 
a ruling yesterday by Municipal Court 
Justice John R. Davies, in the Seventh 
District Court. 

The decision, considered a victory for 
tenants, will be of interest to hundreds 
of apartment house dwellers whose 
landlords are seeking to have them re- 
new leases calling for payment of rents 
no higher than those of last year. Many 
tenants say that, as their leases last 
year were made under inflated rentals, 
they will refuse to pay as much for re- 
newals. 

In the case before the court, the land- 
lord attempted to oust the tenant be- 
cause he refused to pay the old rent. 
The defense of the tenant was that the 
rent was ‘‘ unreasonable and unjust.”’ 
The landlord sought to have the court 
strike out this contention in the ten- 
ant's defense, but the court denied the 
motion, even though the landlord main- 
tained that the tenant had occupied the 
apartment for a year under a lease and 
had paid the rent every month. 

The rent laws permitted the tenant 





to contest the reasonableness of the rent 
only three months after the tenant began 
occupation of the apartment, the coun- 
sel for the landlord argued, holding 
that the case in hand was being con- 
tested thirteen months after occupation. 

Justice Davies held that the laws re- 
lating to the three months term applied 
only where an agreement existed and 
regulated the relation between landlord 
and tenant. In the disputed case he 
held that the tenant did not remain in 
the house under an ‘“ agreement,”’ as 
the lease had expired, but that the ten- 
ant was under the protection of.the rent 
laws which entitled him_to possession. 
He held that the landlord’s remedy lay 
in a suit, not under the old rental 
agreement, but for fair and reasonable 
rent.

Women Defend Farm Still

N October, 1916, during the Presiden- 
tial campaign, while the President 
was at Shadow Lawn, New Jersey, 
Ambassador Gerard, at the Presi- 
dent’s invitation, paid a visit to him 

and reported in detail the general situ- 
ation in Germany as to the submarine 
warfare. He said that the restrictions 
as to submarines imposed by Germany’s 
acceptance of the President’s ultimatum 
after the Sussex affair were growing 
burdensome and intolerable to the mili- 
tary and naval masters of Germany, and 
that they were bringing all kinds of 
pressure to bear upon the leaders of the 
civil Government, notably von Beth- 
mann Hollweg and Foreign Minister von 
Jagow, to repudiate the undertaking. 
From the critical situation in Germany, 
arising out of the controversy over the 
question of unrestricted submarine war- 
fare, which Ambassador Gerard laid be- 
fore him, the President was convinced 
that we were now approaching a real 
crisis in our relations with Germany 
and that, unless peace-could be quickly 
obtained, the European struggle would 
soon enter upon a phase more terrible 
than any in the preceding two years, 
{with consequences highly dangerous to

Philadelphia Sends 2 Jobless 
To Funeral of Soldier Brother 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16.—Paus- 
ing in the midst of consideration of 
measures to reduce the budget, the 
City Council today adopted a resolu- 
tion to defray the expenses of two 
jobless, penniless brothers to Wash- 
ington to attend the funeral of their 
brother, who will be buried in the 
National Cemetery at Arlington to- 
morrow. 

Thougk several’ members of the 
Council offered personally to pay the 
expenses of the two young men, 
Lewis and Fred .Anzide, the Council 
rejected all offers, holding that ‘‘ the 
next of kin of a soldier who has made 
the supreme sacrifice for his country 
should not be déprived of tke con< 
splation of attending the funeral and 
should go as representatives of the 
City of Philadelphia, not as the re- 
cipients of charity.’’ 

The dead soldier, Chester Anzide, 
was killed in action in the Argonne 
Forest with tke 29th Division, to 
which he was transferred from the 
New Jersey National Guard.

The first serious accident of the show | 
occurred when Lieut. Marcus KE. Jones 
of the Third United States Cavalry, sta- 
tioned at Fort Myer, Va., sustained a 
sprained left shoulder and a fractured 
rib on his left side when his nount. | 
Beatrice, fell at the last jump in the 
class for officers’ chargers. { 

The brown mare had fenced prettily | 
over the first three jumps, but came | 
a cropper at the fourth hurdle, turn- 
ing a complete somersault and roiling | 
over Lieutenant Jones. For several sec- | 
onds he lay stunned upon the tanbark | 
and an intense silence pervaded the big 
arena. The majority of those who wit- 
pressed the fall realized that the rider 
Yad becn seriously, if not fatally in- 
jured. 

Lieutenant Jones finally raised him- | 
self to a sitting posture, and then was | 
alded to his feet by fellow officers and 
escorted to the judges’ stand in the 
centre of the ring. After sitting there | 
for a few minutes he was assisted to 
the secretary’s office by another offi- | 
cer end John McE. Bowman, donor of | 
the cup in the event, and a director of | 
the National Horse Show 

Lieutenant Jones bore up bravely, ai- 
though it was apparent that he was 
suffering great pain. He no sooner 





than he collapsed. He was _ stretched 
on a table and an ambulance was sum- | 
moned from Flower Hospital. Dt: “As 
Strasberg responded, and after a cursory 
examination stated that there was a 
possible fracture of at least one rib. ! 
The injured officer was removed to the} 
hospital, but was immediately trans-| 
ferred to Bellevue. He wes not admit- 
ted as a patient at Bellevue, but was}; 
taken in a taxicab to the Neval Hos-| 
pital in Brooklyn. 

At the Naval Hospital an x-ray ex- 
amination disclosed fracture of a rib, 
as well as a painful sprain of the shoul- 
der.

DIEPPE, France, Nov. 16.—Georges 
Carpentier has asked an indefinite 
postponement of his fight with 
George Cook, scheduled to be held in 
London Dec. 9.

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Fourteen teams started last night in 
the twenty-four-hour bicycle race at 
Madison Square Garden, instead of the 
fifteen pairs originally scheduled to 
start in the novel race, When the riders 
were called to the line for a “ rolling 
start’? prempily at 11 e'ciock. the team 
of Temmy Smith and Fred Tayior was 
missing frem the line-up. Smith was on 
a hunting trip in the wilds of New Jer- 
sey, and failed to report. Taylor tried 
without success to secure a riding mate 
before Damon Runyon fired the gun 
which started the ride, 

When the race. started, about 7,000 
persons were in the Garden. It was a 
very demonstrative gathering, with en- 
thusiasm which exploded at the slightest 
provocation. 


The riders to start the grind for the 
different teams were Coburn, Grenda, 
Arthur Spencer, McNamara, Hanley, 
Van Kempen, Lawrence. Fitzsimmons, 
Osterritter, Kopsky, Dello, Lang, Jaeger 
and Kalser. 

When the, gun barked its signal, Fitz- 
simmons darted to the front and lead 
the pack around the saucer at a fast 
clip for the first mile. Thereafter the 
lead alternated, the pace being main- 
tained at a stiff notch with each suc- 
cessive change in the leadership. 
Based on the performance during the 
first. three-quarters of an hour it was 
inanifest that the riders intend making 
a fast race of it. Four ‘ primes ’’ were 
offered quickly after the start, and the 
result was a session of speed riding in 
which the cyclists tore over the pine 
track at breakneck speed. 


Wins First Prime. 


Reggie McNamara enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of winning the first prime, an 
offer of $20 for a mile spurt. McNamara 
beat Willie Spencer in a thrilling race 
for the prize. The other primes were 
won by Bobby Walthour Jr., who was 
making his first appearance in a pro- 
fesisonal endurance race; Dave Lands 
and Aif Grende, the 
rider. 

The first spill of the race came within 
ten minutes after the start. 
Horan, young Newark rider, was the 
victim. He skidded down the embank- 
ment at the end of ‘‘de&ad man 
curve’? on the Fourth Avenue efid of 
the Garden, landing with a thud on the 
concrete flat below. Fortunately his 
injuries were confined tH a bad shak- 
ing. He quickly returned to the race 
after securing a new wheel. 

One team lost a lap and two other 
combinations were fined for faulty pick- 
ups in the first hour. 

A jam, started by Alex McBeath, 
Australian rider, just before midnight 
ended with the Spencer brothers, Arthur 
and Willie, one lap back of the other 
thirteen teams. The teams of Walthour 
and Jaeger apd Van Kempen and Mad- 
den were each fined $25 for ‘‘ wireless ’’ 
reliefs. 


McBeath Makes Jump. 


The field was just subsiding to normal 
pace after a sporadic session of speed 
riding when McBeath, riding high on 
the Madison Avenue end of the Garden 
track, swooped down like a streak to 


the straight-away on the Twenty-sixth 
Street side of the Garden. The jump 
carried McBeath ten yards to the front 
before the remaining riders awoke to 
the situation. The crowd yelled wildly. 
McBeath pedalled like a demon in a 
mad dash for a lap, and set a Sizzling 
pace for a mile, during which he worked 
up a lead of a quarter of a lap. Reggie 
McNamara relieved McBeath and took 
a whirl at setting the pace. When Mc- 
Namara resigned his position at the 
head of the field 
the pack around. For-ten minutes the 
Garden was in a turmoil while the 
riders rode almost recklessly over the 
boards.

Clarke was making his first 
Garden appearance in a race since 1914, 
when he rode with Eddie Root in the six- 
day race of that year. The veteran re- 
tired from the sport between 1914 and 
1918, but resumed riding in Australia, 
and has just closed a remarkable suc- 
cessful outdoor season at Newark, 

Riding in a manner which revived 
memories of the old ‘‘ rocket,’’ Clarke, 
with Walter Rutt, defeated Willie and 
Arthur Spencer in a team match race 
by a score of 10 points to 7. Clarke’s 
brilliant riding supplied the reason for 
this signal success, and the crowd gave 
the veteran @ great ovation. 

Reggie McNamara, Australian rider, 
beat Al Grenda, Tasmania cyclist, in 
an alternance match race which was 
another feature. McNamara corralled 25 
points for four heats in which he scored 
two victories. He also finished second in 
another heat. Grenda had 23 points, rep- 
resenting two victories and a third. 
Pete Van Kempen had 13 potnts, and 
Iddie Madden, the other contender, 
had 11. 

Fred Spencer, Queen City Wheelmen, 
Plainfield, N. J., regarded as one of 
the leading amateurs in the country, 
was @ conspicuous rider in the amateur 
races.

THE SANTA FE ORDERS 2,500 


Operations of Mills Average About 
50 Per Cent.—Orders for 
Ralls Pending. 


Buying of cars by railroads through- 
out the country proved the most promis- 
ing factor in what was otherwise con- 
sidered a quiet week in the steel indus- 
try, says The Iron Age in its current 
issue. In some cases mill operations 
were reduced, but it is added that the 


remaining six weeks of the year will 
make a better showing tn mill output 
than in new business put on the books. 
In commenting on the car purchases 
the paper says that ‘‘the Santa Fe 
placed an order for 2,500 cars and the 
IWlinois Central 1,000. The latter is ex- 
pected to close for an additional 3,000 
this week and to ‘put in inquiries for 
1,000 more. The Alabama, Tennessee 
& Northern has closed for 800 and the 
Rio Grande for 700. The Burlington 


| program calls for 7,300 freight cars, 127 


passenger cars and 55 locomotives. 
The Seaboard is inquiring for 400 cars 
and the Lackawanna for 500. 

“* About 120,000 tons of steel will go 
to Chicago district mills for the cars 
just placed and unaer inquiry,’’ the re- 
view continues. ‘*‘ Repair contracts let 
and pending cover 2,400 cars. 

“The weakening of prices noticed this 
month represents efforts of the mills to 
keep up the operating rate of late Octo- 
ber, a concession of $1 or $2 per ton be- 
ing more than made up by the lower 
costs of fuller schedules.” 

The Iron Trade Review, in its comment 
on the situation, says that ‘‘ under 
fluctuating conditions of demand little 
headway now is being made by the iron 
and steel market, yet there are no clear 
signs that any material regression has 
set in, Operations hang around 50 per 
cent., with the indications that some of 
the principal producers will move more 
tonnage in November than in October, 
which was the best month of the year. 
A more cheerful aspect of the situation 
is the tendency toward revival of the 
heavy products due principally to the 
broadening of railroad buying. Rail- 
road rate developments at Washington 
again are More promising and it may be 
that additional wage cuts to be an- 
nounced by various systems will speed 
the longed for reduction in freights,’”’

\Sterling Sells at $4.001/y, the 


Year's High—Market Strong, 
Rates Higher. 


The steady and almost measured ad- 
vance which sterling exchange has had 
since midsummer, or since the time of 
the general decline in all exchanges as 
a sequel to Germany’s conversion of her 
credits into dollars, yesterday culmi- 
nated in a rate of $4.00% for checks on 
London, the year’s high to date, end 
displacing the previous record of $4.00% 
made on May 19.

This 
forward move in sterling, which bank- 
ers believe will continue, is ‘due alike 
to moderate demands, both commercial 
and financial, and to the brighter 
political horizon. 

Exchange on the other more important 
countries shared in the strength dis- 
played by sterling, but the gains were 
not nearly as great, French, Italian, Hol- 
land and Spanish rates scoring fair-size 


advances. The Scandinavians, which 
have recently been heavy, recovered.

DROP OF MARK HINDERS 
REPARATION PAYMENTS 


Reserve Board Points Out the 
Difficulty of Maintaining 
Foreign Balances. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. — Deprecia- 
tion of the German mark will make dif- 
ficult the establishment of balances in 
foreign countries for the purpose of 
reparations payments, according to a 
study of the situation issued tonight by 
the Federal Reserve Board. 

‘There is,’’ the board said, ‘‘ a move- 
ment at present among the German in- 
dustrial groups looking toward the crea- 
tion of foreign credits on their part, to 
be turned over to the German Govern- 
ment for reparations payments. 

‘* But, in view of the present deprecia- 
tion of German marks, it seems unlikely 


that large funds can be raised in foreign | 


investment markets and that the do- | 
mestic markets will have to be drawn | 
on more heavily than has been the case | 
in the last three years.”’ 

While the total paid on reparations | 
amounted to only 5,800,000,000 marks, 
the

ment of the equal of 5,800,000,000 gold 
marks requir an amount of paper 
marks ‘‘ enormous but hard to calcu-| 
late,’’ because of the shifting value of 
the paper mark. 

‘“‘ Although the terms of reparation,’’ | 
the board said, ‘‘ cannot be held entire- 
ly responsible for the: inflation policy | 
of the German Government, it has been 
one of the important single factors in 
the situation. 

‘During the past year, while the 
United States and England and certain 
other industrial countries have been 
slowly returning to a normal gold basis 
of prices, the reverse has been the case | 
with Germany, at present enjoying great 
industrial activity while her creditors; 
are suffering from severe industrial de- 
pression.”’

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COTTON ADVANCES 
ON ACTIVE BUYING 


Market, After the Recent Liqui- 
dation, Responds to Favor- 
able Influences. 


Cotton advanced sharply about three- 
quarters of a cent yesterday on more 
active buying than has béen seen recent- 
ly. Drastic Hquidation last week left 
the market in condition to respond more 
readily to favorable influences. A rise 
in sterling to above $4 and active ad- 
vanee in stocks brought increased de- 
mand, particularly from speculative 
sources. Despite extremely pessimistic 
advices from England, urgent buying 
got under way. Many contracts changed 
Final quotations showed an ad- 
vance of 20 to 34 points. 

Depression in Liverpool became an ac- 
tive Influence early in the day. Jan- 
uary abroad broke 60 American points, 
bringing the two markets within about 
425 points of each other. Near positions 
abroad showed di:tinct,. weakness, influ- 
enced by talk of shor®time that would 
affect 100,000 operatives working on 
American cotton. A wave of selling at 
the opening carried January off 20 
points to below 16% cents, with enough 
cotton offered to unsettle the tone. Sev- 
‘ral lines of December came _ out, 
liquidation by holders whe do not intend 
to accept and pay for actual cotton on 
notice day, Nov. 25. Room traders took 
all contracts appearing, and when mod- 
erate buying orders entered the ring 
soon after the call prices steadied. For 
a time foreign selling supplied cotton. 
Buying orders were sent from New York 
to Liverpool, with selling here against 


purchases made abroad, owing to ex- 
tremely narrow differences. Straddles 
were made in March from 415 to 425 
points. The rise in sterling brought in- 
creased demand on the decline, relleving 
pressure. 

Soon after midday urgent demand 
extended to all positions. Operators 
who have been uncertain whether the 
downward movement had culminated on 
Saturday became aggressive buyers for 
the first time this week. Blocks of con- 
tracts were taken from the ring. A rush 
of buying ran prices above 16% cents, 
with only slight and temporary reac- 
tlon. It was evident that selling pres- 
sure had lessened materially. ‘This en- 
couraged active trading by speculative 
operators, with beneficial effect on the 
market. So many contracts were taken 
from the ring that March sold at 16.98, 
with January up 75 points from early 
low figures. 

A rise of three-fourths of a cent In 
the face of unfavorable Liverpool news 
claimed attention the last half heur. 
Fears that New York would be called 
upon to take the selling from abroad 
today induced profit-taking. Fora time 
resistance was evident, but when larger 
lines appeared for sale prices gave way 
more readily.

dent of the American Federation of 
Labor. ; 

Governor Allen interpreted Mr. Gam- 
pers's statement to mean that labor 
would try to get the most it could for 
the least possible effort—which he, Gov- 
ernor Allen, said he did not thin 
the real spirit of American labor. 

The greatest lesson taught by the tak- 
ing ever of the mines 
Governor Alien said, was that the State 
had power to protect its people against 
a strike in any essential industry. Re- 


plying to what he said was the most | 


frequently voiced criticism of the court 
—thsat it took away from a man the 
right to quit work—the Governor said 
there was nothing in the law that said 
man might not quit work when he 
sa fit, but it did provide that after 
he had quit work' he gould not eome 
Yack with dynamite in his pocket and 
blow up the works because some other 
man was willing to work.

CURT NOTE TO SOVIET 
SENT BY BRITAIN 


Says Reds Have Made No Effort 
to Stop Hostile Propa- 
ganda in East. 


FRANCE SPURNS DEBT OFFER 


States Conditions That Must Be Ful- 
filled Before She Will Deal 
With Reds. 


LONDON, Nov. 16-(Associlated Press). 
—The British Government, it was an- 
nounced today, has handed the Soviet 
Government at Moscow a firmly worded 
rote absolutely denying the allegations 
of Foreign Minister Tchitcherin that the 
British evidence of hostile Bolshevist 
propaganda in Central Asia and Af- 
ghanistan was founded on forged docu- 
ments, German or otherwise. 

The note declares that the Soviet re- 
ply of Sept. 26 te the former note of 
Lerd Curzon, the British Foreign Min- 
ister, apart from the allegations now 
denied by Great Britain, consisted 
chiefly of quibbles regarding positions 
held by officials, and that no attempt 
was made to answer the very serious 


charges of Russian hostile propaganda 
in Persia, Afghanistan or Central Asia. 


PARIS, Nov. 16 (Associated Press).— 
The text of a note sent by the French 
Foreign Office to the British Embassy 
here Nov. 8 jn connection with the tele- 
gram of George Tchitcherin, the Russian 
Soviet Foreign Minister, announcing that 
the Soviet Govrenment was prepared to 
recognize -Russia’s debt prior to 1914, 
was published here today. 

The note says that Soviet acceptance 
of international obligations should be 
marked by an abandonment of all Bol- 
all interference in 
the internal affairs of other countries, 
and all subventiongs to organizations 
hostile to foreign Governments or seek- 
ing to destroy the Constitutions of other 
States. 

France, the note asserts, is convinced 
that Russian economical activity cannot 
be reconstituted unless these conditions 
Negotiations for immediate 
exclusiv2 advantages can only deceive 
and risk the damaging of either country 
by retarding general measures. 

‘* When these essential conditions are 
filled by the Moscow Government,’’ the 
note says, ‘‘the French Republic will 
be disposed to vonsider the possibility
